It is quite unlikely that the 
tremendous quantities of rayon stockings represented by the contracts reported 
above have actually been brought into Austria, since reports of a flood of such an 
. items on the local market could scarely escape the attention of all U.S. intelli- 
. gence arms in Vienna, With regard to the last item, it is pointed out that cable 
is manufactured and exported in large quantities by USIA; hence it is probable 
that USIA directed this. item to one of the satellite countries. Although it is 
not certain what USIA receives in return from the countries of ultimate destina= 
tion of these commodities, it is possible that USIA builds up credits, pays out 
standing indebtedness and purchases luxury foodstuffs or special equipment needed 
for some of the Soviet=controlled enterprises in Austria.)
